An article by editor Anis Mansour 
charged Begin with breach of 
promise and said he was being 
regarded by world public opinion 
“as not a man of peace." 

Mansour, who has close connec- 
tions with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, noted that Israel often 
demanded secure borders in the 
stalled Middle East peace 
negotiations, and added: “It is we 
who should ask for peace and secure 
borders, Because Israel] launched 
aggression on our land, in all 
previous wars, and because Israel 
possesses an atomic bomb."’ 

Mansour warned: ‘Since atomic 
bombs in this narrow area means the 
killer also will be killed and the 
aggressor will be a victim... 
Menahem Begin faces the option of 
repeating Samson's tragedy by us- 
ing his oppressive force, or becom- 
ing @ man of peace and co-existence 
with Palestinians living in an in-

Support for Hammer's proposal 
came yesterday from Zehavi, the 
association of large families.

School of Socia] Work and a leading 
member of Zehavi, said yesterday 
that his group fully supports having 
high school costs borne by the 
National Insurance Institute.

B’nai B'rith: Big oil firms 
discriminate against Jews 


NEW YORE (AP). — The Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai B'rith 
charged on Saturday that six major 
American of] companies dis- 
erlminate against Jews in choosing 
top executives. The companies 
denied the allegation. 

The ADL said ita two-year in- 
vestigation on the subject concluded 
that Jews are not actively recruited, 
are not promoted beyond certain 
corporate levels, are not assigned to 
certain jobs, and tend to be concen- 
trated in legal, accounting and 
research positions. 

The corporations invoived are Ex- 
xon, Texaco, Mohbli, Standard Oil of 
California, Gulf and Shell. 
Spokesmen for each of the firms seid 
their companies do not discriminate 
and do not monitor the religion of 
employees or job applicants. 


Ira Gissen, director of the league's 


discrimination department, saia in 
a telephone interview that the in- 


vestigation was made by talking to 
oll company officials and Jews 
employed by the companies, visiting 
company facilities and reading 
“‘affirmative-action” reports the 
firms filed with the federal govern- 
ment. He said he hed no statistics on 
the religion of-employees at the oil 
companies. 

Gissen said all six “have made 
significant, measurable progress in 
hiring women and minority-group 
members. But they have done 
nothing with respect to their non- 
employment of Jews in certain 
positions." 

The report, which was to be 
presented yesterday to a meeting of 
the league's executive committee in 
Palm Beach, also said the com- 
panies reinforce discrimination by 
subsidizing membership for ex- 
ecutives In clubs that exclude Jews 
yet serve as important meeting 
places for executives in the oil in- 


dustry.

The ministry differen- 
tiates between these and hard-core 
neo-Nazi groups. however. 
there are no official estimates of the 
number of neo-Nazis, there are 
believed to be perhaps a few thou- 
sand. 

In its reports, the ministry claimed 
that though there had been an in- 
crease of a few hundred in neo-Nazi 


individual fanatics. These groups 
were completely rejected by the 
public and pose no threat of a Nazi 
revival, the reports say.

“Sometimes ἘΠῚ comes to me and 
says he just returned from visiting a 
particular worker’s home and that 
we can't let the worker continue to 
livé in such terrible conditions — 
that we, Elite, have to help him. 
Sometimes the help we have to give 
doesn't cost us anything except 
postage and Eli's time; often a letter 
from Eli, or a visit by him to the 
proper otfice, gets problems solved. 


Has Eli's work improved produc- 
tion? 

“Y haven't gotten one more 
chocolate bar than I used to get out 
of the workers," Avi Pelossof said. 
“But some workers who used to be 
problematic are ne 10] sources of 
trouble.

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Japan plans for future boom— 


if she weathers present crisis 


TOKYO. — While most’ of the ad- 
vanced countries of the world are 


Still stroggling to get their - 


economies under control, to the 
casual observer there is still.one 
bright jewel in the economic 
firmament: hardworking. conscien- 
tious Japan. ‘ 


The Japanese still talk of the ‘‘oil 


“shock” of 1978-74. They reter with 


evident dismay to the 22 per cent ap- 


_preciation of the yen. in the past 


year: and they make much of 
problems which they ‘feel others do 
not sufficiently understand — such 
as their poor housing, and the struc- 
tural difficulties of such ‘one-time 


. Star performers as the shipbuilding 
, and steel industries. 


And yet it seems, even from here, 
that some of these problems are like- 
ly to appear as mere hiccups in the 
years to come. For, having been in- 
vited by the Japanese Government 
to study their economic problems at 
first hand, one is tempted after 2 
fortnight's exposure to ask: “What 
problems?" 

“This is not to dismiss the quite 
genuine concern that is felt here 
about Japan's adjustment to the 
slower growth rate of a more mature 
economy, and to a better balance 
between public and private invest- 
ment. There are bound to be dif- 
ficulties, and these can only be ex- 


acerbated by the present . 


sluggishness of world trade. 
But the picture currently being 
transmitted of a Japan that is sink- 


ing in the wake of a iong-term 
decline of staple industries and the 
efforts of such “super competitors” 
as Korea is somewhat misleading. 
The Japanese are quietly getting on 
with plana for the 19803 which, if they 
survive: the burgeoning counter- 
protectionist tide from the West, will 
result in’ a whole wave of new 
products tO take over where the 
others are beginning to leave off. 

Et is, however, a very big “if” and 
some note must be taken of the short- 
term problems which, if they persist, 
will make present cries seem less 
wolfish after all.

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Tour operator opposes 
charter flights for U.S.

Richard Dey, the president of 
Unitours, U.S.A., who came to Israel 
with other American tour operators 
for consultations with the Ministry of 
Tourism, takes up a surprising at- 
titude towards the introduction of 
charter flights between America and 
Israel — he is strongly oppozed to 
them. 

Day describes his company 4s 
“the second largest tour onerator in 
the world.” *'To be guite.frank,” he 
says, "I don't know anybody who 
does more of this type of business 
than we do, but I play safe, and only 
claim second place — then the others 
can think that I mean that they can 
have top spot, and they're all kep- 
py." This year Unitours will bring its 
200,000th tourist to Israel. 

A tour operator is a travel agent 
who sells a tourist a complete 
package, including fight, hotels, 
lips, travel, everything that takes 
place on the trip between airport of 
departure and airport of return. 
Day's opposition to charters ts based 
on the conviction that they will make 
it impossible to plan trips allowing 
Americans to stop in European coun- 
tries on the way to Israel, or on the 
way back from it, as is done on group 
fights. 

“We 361} potential visitors to Israel 
the idea of seeing the country, not 
only as the Land of the Bible, but 
also as ἃ modern country, with great 
achievements and great problems, 
all fascinating for visitors, Jews and 
Gentiles alike. Then we give them a 
break on the way home in the Greek 
islands, or Italy, or Austria. 

“We arrange tripa which coat 
between $870 and $1,500, depending 
on period of stay and type of accom- 
modation wanted. As soon as we 
have charters, and have to fill planes 
completely, such three-leg trips will 
become impractical." 

Why does he not plan to continue 
with his present types of trip, and to 
augment them with parallel trips on 
charters? 

“The cost of flights on charters 


will be hundreds of dollars below 
that of flights on scheduled planes. 
Our customers wil! know right away 
that people going on charters are 
paying so much less, so our people 
will thet they are being 
gypped. We will have to change all 
our concepts if chartera to the 0.3. 
are introduced. Charters to and from 
Europe are a completely different 
proposition: there the question of 
breaking a trip isn't so important."’ 
Quite apart from the queation of 
charters, does he see any sign of the 
tourist boom to Israel abating? 


“So far, there are no such signs at . 
all. But Israel's tourism establiah- 
ment will have to pull its socks up, az 
all the operators warned the 
Ministry of Tourism. We have many 
complaints. All the tourist buses 
used by Egged should be put in a 
museum; they are ancient, decrepit, 
smelly, and utterly unsuitable for 
modern travel. We offered to bring 
out our own fleets of civilized buses, 
but were told that Egged has a 
monopoly, and that nothing can be 
done about it. 

“The attitudes to tourists of people 
working in hotels leaves Δ lot to be 
desired. I myself have seen a con- 
cierge chatting to a fellow-empioyee 
while a tourist waited his pleasure; 
then the concierge asked casually 
over hig shoulder if the men wanted 
anything. At one hotel people asked 
that iced water should be put on their 
tables; they were told that there isa 


was just 
but, if there is such a law, it should 
be changed. Or the water system 
should be improved. 

“Israelis working in tourism are 
very short-sighted. Several times we 
have had booms; every time the ser- 
vice deteriorated. On each occasion 
it took us years to build tourism to 
Israel up again. 

“We all support Israel, and believe 
that tourism is a great help to her 
economy. So I plead with people in 
the industry, not to kill the gooze that 
lays the golden eggs." 


Insurance field broadened 


The Insurance Council In the 
Treasury yesterday adopted a 
recommendation according to which 
the Insurance branch will be thrown 
open to all qualified comers. 


The Insurance Commisafoner, 
Ben-Ami Zuckerman, told The Post 
that in accordance with the new 
guidelines he will license new in- 
surance companies, even if the 
shareholders ere net licensed 
agents. 

The recommendation of the Coun- 
cil sub-committee was opposed by 


representatives of the insurance 
companies. The companies prefer 
the status quo, under which only 
qualified brokers can open new com- 

panies. 

‘The Council felt that the admission 
of new bodies, such as the Hotels or 
the Builders Associations, would 
Jead to greater efficiency in the field 
and to lower premiums. 

To prevent the introsion of un- 
desirable elements into the industry, 
however, brokers will continue to 
require ifcences. The transfer of 
ownership of an insurance company 
will also need approval by the Com- 
missioner.

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Maritime break-through 


IN ACCEPTING the intervention of the Histadrut, the 
shipowners heave taken a decisive step towards liquidating the 
dispute that is paralysing Israel's merchant fleet. But they have 
some reservations. Given the number of strikes that have 
afflicted maritime interests over the last five years, they merit 
consideration. 

The shipowners want to settle the whole wage issue in one 
package deal, covering the years 1976, 1977 — and 1978 as well. 
Up till now, the seamen wanted negotiations confined to the 
retroactive provision only. They prefer to negotiate the new 
wage contract later. 

It is not clear whether the formula suggested by the Histadrut 
conforms with the stand of the seamen or that of the employers 
on this point. 

A similar lack of clarity characterises the choice of subjects 
for discussion. The shipping companies insist on a new defini- 
tion of functions and procedures. Management activities, they 
say, should henceforth be the exclusive province of manage- 
ment. Where negotiations do take place, they should be ter- 
minated peaceably, either through agreement or, failing that, 
through arbitration. 

The fourth and last point is, who should do the arbitrating? In 
a bid to break the deadlock, the Histadrut offered its own ser- 
.vices. The shipowners do not think that is the right answer, 
because the Histadrut is too much involved with the two sides. 
As a trade union it represents the workers; as a shareholder in 
Zim, it carries management responsibilities. It cannot easily be 
arbitrator as weil. 

The employers are ready to let the Attorney-General decide 
who should judge between the conflicting demands of the two 
sides. This would ensure that the adjudicator is completely im- 
partial. There is, as it happens, an organisation ready and 
available to do the job — the Voluntary Arbitration Tribunal un- 
der Justice Zvi Berinson. 

Once and for all, the merchant navy must be freed from wild- 
cat strikes, that is, strikes not approved by the Histadrut. One of 

. the factors which dissuaded the shipowners from accepting the 
Histadrut’s offer to act as arbitrator (an offer which the seamen 
support) is the repeated failure of the seamen themselves to 
comply with Histadrut decisions. ‘‘We thumb our noses at the 
Histadrut," has been the cry. It now appears that they may 
have been cutting those same noses to spite their faces. 

The shipowners are not bluffing any more. They have been 

brought by circumstances to adopt an unbending stand on issues 
which they now consider to be matters of principle. The 4,000 
importers and exporters have given signs that their patience is 
exhausted too. The unions which called the present wildcat step- 
page had better reconcile themselves to the necessity for a more 
responsible, more disciplined new order, unless they want a 
final collapse of the branch employing them. 
LAST WEEK the news was out that West Germany was in the 
process of supplying Syria with lethal weapons, and that 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt was pursuing a diplomacy of 
calculated pressure on Israel to adopt unacceptable positions. 
The response of the Israeli press was swift and sharp. 

The Germans took umbrage at that. The Israelis, they claim- 
ed, were ignoring the much vaster role of France in arming the 
Arab rejectionists; as if this excused the Federal Republic. 
And, they added, Bonn was saying nothing of importance on the 
Middle East that had not already been stated by Paris; as if this 
justified a German attempt to out-French the French. 

- What appeared to irritate the Germans the most, however, 
was the unanimity of the Israeli reaction. They could not, 
somehow, escape the impression that there was a guiding of- 
ficial hand behind what some of them described as an anti- 

. German campaign. 

As every citizen of this country knows, nothing could be 
further from the truth; and it is most unfortunate that friendly 
West Germans should get it all so wrong. 

True, Israelis as a people have rather high expectations of the 
democratic Germans in the Federal Republic, for reasons that 
are too obvious to go into. They are naturally loth to see the 
special relationship that was built up since the late 1950's 
between West Germany and the Jewish State slowly crumble 
down. 

Where the Germans are nevertheless within their rights is sto 
insist that they should not be singled out for reproach when their 
conduct towards Israe) does not differ materially from that of 
other West European governments. 

The Belgian government, for example. The position of - 
Brussels in favour of Israeli withdrawal to the old armistice - 
lines and Israeli acknowledgement ef the Palestinians’ right to 

_ self-determination, is not exactly new. A fortnight ago, 
however, it was communicated afresh by Belgian Foreign 
Minister Simonet to Mr. Dayan, and with all the fanfare of 
calculated publicity. 

The Belgian note was despatched just before M. Simonet set 
out on an official visit to that outstandingly peace-loving —- and 
oil producing — Arab country, Iraq. Unless all appearances are 
deceptive, it may be assumed that Mr. Simonet was not plan- 
ning to urge the government in Baghdad to stop encroaching on 
the territory of neighbouring Kuwait; nor to recognize the right 
of the Kurdish people to self-determination. 

It would presumably be argued that this is Belgium's way of 
strengthening the position of President Sadat, whom M. 
Simonet expects to visit later this month, in the wider Arab 
worid. But it can hardly be denied that such blatant lack of even- 
handedness between Arabs and Israelis is simply a disservice to 
the prospect of peace through negotiation. 

The underlying friendship between Belgium and Israel should 
survive such instances of discord. But, as in the case of Ger- 

many, the diplomatic strains cannot be ignored.

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TREATIES are agreements between 
two or more subjects of international 
.law (mainly states and international 
organizations}, governed by inter- 
national law. They may be embodied 
in a single document or in two or 
.more related documents, and may 
be cailed by a variety of appellations 
besides treaty — convention, 
protocol, covenant, charter, statute, 
‘act, declaration, concordat, to name 
‘but a few. Treaties are, nowadays, 
the most im tt source of inter- 
national law. The rules governing 
treaties — their conclusion, validity, 
effect, interpretation and termina- 
tion — have. been developed by 
customary law. In 1969, however, 
these customary rules were codified 
in the Vienna Convention on the Law 
of Treaties. ς 

‘The procedure for the conclusion 
of treaties comprises several stages: 
negotiations, drafting of a text and 
its authentication (often by means of 
initialling), signature, ratification 
and entry into force. A state may 
also hecome a party to a treaty by 
accession, Le., by joining in a treaty 
of which it was not an original party. 

Some of the stages in the conclu- 
sion of a treaty may overlap. For in- 
stance, ratification and entry into 
force may coincide, and sometimes 
ratification is dispensed with 
altogether. It is generally up to the 
parties themselves to agree whether 
they wish to conclude a treaty by 
mere signature or whether it needs 
ratification. 

Once a treaty enters into force, it 
binds the contracting states in the in- 
ternational sphere; but it depends on 
the interna! (national) law of each 
state whether the treaty also has bin- 
ding force within the state, In some 
countries, treaties are automatically 
part of internal law (i.e., the United 
States): In others — and this in- 
cjudes Israe] — they are only binding 
domestically after an act of 
“transformation"’ by the state 
authorities. ᾿ 

Turning to the question of who is 
entitled to represent a state in order 
to conclude a treaty, we find that ac- 
cording to international law as 
codified in the 1969 Vienna Conven- 
tion, any person delegated to make a 
treaty needs an instrument of full 
powers; however, certain per- 
sonelities — heads of state, heads of 
governments and ministers for 
foreign affairs — are regarded, by 
virtue of their functions, as 
representing their state, and do not 
have to produce any special in- 
strument. If a representative has, 
in the process of concluding a treaty, 
exceeded the powers granted to him 
by the constitutional law of his own 
country, his act will nevertheless 
bind his state internationally, uniess
